PUBLIC SERVICE.: 


In conversation with an old 
resident the cther day, the point 
‘was. put to us that the bulk of 
what may be termed the un- 
official civic work of the Colony 
is done by a mere handful of 
men—probably not more than 
ton or adozen, all tdld. This was 
cited during the course of an. ex- 
change ofideas on public apathy 
in the Colony. Wo are not sure, 


\nowever, whether the fdct—and 


itsurely cannot be disputed that 
it tg. fact—is & cause or an 
effect: Whichever it may be; the 
circumstance is to be regretted, 
for it is in the common intefest 
that active public work: should 
be diffused over a wide basis 
rather than eonfined to the 


fenergies of the few. In say- 


ing so much, we do. not 


-\dosiro in any, way to detract 
from the services rendcred to tho |p 


community. by. our public men. 
To name only one, Sir Henry 
Pollock is an outstanding example 
of the Lype of man whois always 
at the sorvice of the public. 
was incidontally mentioned at the 
Navy: League meeting that he 
had been . officially associated 
with tho local branch for over 
tiirty years, and, we have no 
doubt that the same could be said 
of him in rogard’ to other local 
organisations as ‘well, for: Sir 


'Honry. has spent a lifetime in 


publi¢ service in Hongkong. No- 
one can say of him that ‘he is 
animated by a desiro to figure in 
the public oyo, but, ever active in 
the public weal, SirHenry, like ono 
or two others who might be named, 
takes on this honorary work from 
a senso of-duty to the community. 
And that is the best t¥pe of 
service that any man can givo, 
Many causes might be quoted 
‘as to why 80 few residents of the 
Colory bear their. fair share of 
the’ public burden. Woe’ believe 
there are many who would: be 
willing to serve; but who’ shrink 
from public life cither through 
lack of training: therefor, or by 
reason of not possessing, , tlie 
necessary confidence, . Otbors 
arguo that they are likely >to be 
in the Colony for only a few 
years and that it would not be 
worth their while to interest 
themselves in ‘civic mattors.
